you receive alimony during 
the year 1922? Were you successful 
in a breach of promise suit entered 
igiiiiist a former admirer? 
Personal questions, very, but im­ 
portant to those to whom they apply 
in the preparation of an income ta.\ 
return for 1922. 
Amounts icceivcd as alimony are 
not taxable ineome. Such payments 
do not have to be included in the 
income tax return of the person re­ 
ceiving them, nor may they be dc- 
ilurted. from the gross income 0/ the 
person paying them. In this respect, 
payment of alimony may be likened 
to a personal • or 
living 
expense, 
whieh is not deductible. However, a 
woman who has won a breach 
of 
promise case, or has accepted out ot 
court a settlement as heart balm, 
must include the amount in her in­ 
come tux return. The Bureau o f In­ 
ternal Revenue has ruled in 
such 
cases th at the umount received ‘-is 
not to be regarded as a return of 
capital, since the benefits of whicn 
the insureib party was deprived were 
merely anticipatory.” 
Members of a labor union 
may 
deduct as a business expense dues 
paid to such 
organizations during 
the year 1922. Such dues are held 
hy the Bureau to be necessary ex­ 
penses incident to the earning of 
their wages. A member of a labor 
union who, while on strike, receives 
payment from an organization nIusL 
include it in his income for the year 
such items, 
. 
The taxpayer who in 1922 recover­ 
ed damages for defamation of per­ 
sonal character need not include in 
his return such amount, inusmuch as 
it has been held to be non-taxabltx 
income. The revenue act specifical­ 
ly exempts amounts received through 
accident or health insurance, or u n ­ 
der workmens' compensation acts as 
cpmpensation for personal 
injuries 
oL 
illness, 
plus 
any 
additional 
amount rfceived by suit or agree­ 
ment in such cuses.
